WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court today upheld 
state laws barring closed shops. 

Under a closed shop contract, 
only union workers can be hired, 
Once on the payroll, they must 
remain in good standing with the 
union or lose their jobs. 

Today's decision was given in 
attacks by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and others on bars 
adopted in Arizona, Nebraska and 
North Carolina. During argument 
of the case the court was told that 
similar restrictions have been en- 
acted in 13 other states. 

The Taft-Hartley law's anti- 
closed shop section was not di- 
rectly involved in the ruling. 

Only One Dissent. 

Justice Black wrote two opin- 
fons, one dealing with the North 
Carolina and Nebraska laws, the 
other with the Arizona law. The 
decision of the court was unani- 


mous, except that, in the case of | 


the Arizona law, Justice Murphy 
noted a dissent. 

Justices Rutledge and Frankfur- 
ter wrote concurring opinions in 
all three cases. 

The North Carolina closed-shop 
bar was passed by that state's 
legislature. It permits a worker to 
sue for damages if he is refused 
a job because he is not a union 
member. 

The Arizona and Nebraska pro- 
hibitions are contained in amend- 
ments to those states’ constitu- 
tions. 

The Arizona amendment says 
no person may be denied the op- 
portunity to get a job, or keep a 
job, because he is not a union 
member. It also outlaws agree- 
ments by firms, associations and 
individuals to exclude any person 
from a job because he is not a 
union member, The ‘Nebraska 
amendment in different ‘words 
contains much the same restric- 
tions. | 


The Supreme Courts of each of 
the three states have upheld the 


Court was ormed that in addi- 
tion to North Carolina, these 
states also have enacted closed- 
shop bars: : 

Delaware, Georgia, Iowa, Louisi- 
ana, Maryland, Nevada, North and 
South Dakota, Tennessee, Texas 
and Virginia. In addition, Arkan- 
sas and Florida have adopted con- 
, stitutional amendments ‘barring 
closed shops, the court was told. 

However, the exact status of the 
various state laws is in dispute. 
The Labor Department does not 
list 9 or Nevada 
among the anti-closed 
shop states. But the department 
says these additional states regu- 
late the closed shop in one way or 
another: Colo q New 
Hampshire and Wisconsin. 

None of today’s cases involved 
the possible effect of the laws in 
question had a strike resulted from 
the refusal of union employes to 
work alongside non-union job- 
holders. 

Herbert Thatcher, AFL attorney, 
told a reporter the federation will 
seek a new test on this point at 
the first opportunity. 

Rutledge noted in his opinion 
that this point could not be de- 
cided in any of the cases before 
the court. He said he was reserv- 
ing any derision on that phase 
and added the belief that if such 
@ case comes before the court it 
should re-examine its. opinion 
handed down today.

SEATTLE, Jan. 3 (AP) — A 
chartered plane carrying vacation- 
ing Yale University students back 
to school crashed and burned last 
night, killing 11 students and 
three crewmen. 

The two-engined DC-3 piled into 
a hangar revetment at Boeing 
field a few seconds after its take- 
off—a take-off a Civil Aeronautics 
Administration official said was 
made against control tower warn- 
ing. “ 
There were 30 aboard when the 
non-scheduled transport, hired by 
27 Washington and Oregon Yale 
students to take them back to 
New Haven, Conn., sped down an 
icy runway at 10 p.m. Sixteen 
escaped, some badly burned. Three 
of the 16 were uninjured, 

Pilot Warned, 


R. D. Bedinger, regional admin- 
istrator of the CAA, said the pilot, 
William Chavers of Seattle, was 
warned twice that conditions were 
“below minimums” required for a 
take-off, Eyewitnesses said the 
field was glazed with ice and 
there was a light fog. 

“Both visibility and ceiling were 
below the minimums required for 
a take-off,” Bedinger said. “This 
was told to the pilot when he 
asked for clearance to taxi for a 
take-off. That was tantamount to 
telling him the field was closed.” 

@The United Press reported 
George Cole, one of the students 
aboard the plane, told how they 
watched while the crew poured 
buckets of liquid on wings shortly 
before the take-off. Cole said 
that when they asked what the 
liquid: was, they were told “iso- 
something-or-other.” CAA officials 
said a sustance called isopropyl 
alcohol is sometimes used for 
de-icing.) 

Eyewitnesses said the big plane 
had barely risen from the ground 
when a wing dipped and scraped 
the concrete runway. Then the 
ship tipped the other way, 
firagged its left wing, and veered 
into a Boeing Airplane Co. experi- 
mental hangar at 80 to 100 miles 
an hour, and burst into flames,

Use of the for- 
mal “mister” was the first time 
an official body in, nationalist 
China had addressed the Chinese 
Communists by anything other 
than “bandit” since the war 
started. 

The Shanghai Council asked 
that the message be relayed to 
other Communist leaders, includ- 
ing Chou En-lai, Chu Teh and 
Gen. Chen Yi. 

“If you gentlemen really aim at 
liberation of the people,” the mes- 
sage said, “your first step should 
be to relieve their sufferings.” The 
message suggested that “the -peo- 
pie be the tinal. in -case 
Peace talks degénerate into an- 
other dispute.”

Later, Presidential Press Secre- 
tary Charles Ross said the ap- 
pointment was canceled at the 
Ambassador's request. 

Ross was asked whether the 
White House was aware of the 
reported message to Lovett. 

“That I don’t know,” Ross re- 
plied. He said no new appoint- 
ment had been set up with the 
President. The British Embassy 
declined to comment. 

In London, a responsible source 
said the United States has warned 
Israel that American diplomatic 
recognition ef the Jewish state 
may be withdrawn if it attacks 
neighboring Arab states. The 
source refused to be identified 
even by nationality. A United 
States Embassy spokesman said 
he could not comment officially 
on the report, and the State De- 
partment refused to confirm or 
deny the report.

HALF BILLION LESS THAN IN’48 


They Report They Will Need $4,347,000,000 
for 1949-50 Fiscal Year—More Food 
to Be Available.

Switzerland, Sweden and Belgium, 
for instance, were undamaged by 
the war, but need ERP help to 
revive their European trade. 
Belgium and Luxembourg have re- 
covered almost completely and 
have high living standar but 
need United States dollars to buy 
things available only in the United 
States. Greece is torn by civil 
war. Italy has almost 1,800,000 
unemployed while labor shortages 
— other participating coun- 
es. 

Yet, when their story is distilled 
into a 200-page report there is 
good news, too—if they get enough 
dollars from the American Con- 
gress. 


More Food Available. 


About 5 per cent more bread 
is expected to be available next 
year. Meat consumption should 
rise 8 per cent, and fats about 
9 per cent. That means more 
work from better fed people. 
More bread and tobacco will be 
available than before the war, but 
population has ‘increased 10 per 
cent, so there is less per person. 
The meat and fat supplies will be 
smaller than prewar.

Currency System Fails. 
Money shortages still plague 
European trade. An example: 
Prosperous Belgium may have 
plenty of steel to sell but Greece, 
a poor country, ¢an’t buy for lack 
of Belgian money. A system of 
intra-European payments-—actual- 
ly gifts by the richer countries to 
the poorer—may continue. 


The shortage of flat steel prod- 
ucts will remain acute, despite 
planned higher steel production. 
This means continued imports 
from the United States, where flat 
steel also in great demand. 


The schedule calls for imports 
from the Western Hemisphere to 
ris. from $7,100,000,000 in 1948-49 
to $7,216,000,000 in .1949-:50. In 
other words, Europe's needs for 
hard currency still are rising, and 
half of the needs must come from 
ERP if they are met at all. 

The preliminary estimates place 
their dollar deficit in 1952 at $1,- 
500,000,000 but the OEEC secre- 
tariat says these figures are too 
optomistic and the total may be 
$2,500,000,000. That is the year 
ERP is scheduled to end.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AP)— 
The Internal Revenue Bureau said 
today neither radio stars nor any- 
one else will be allowed to get off 
at the comparatively low capital 
gains tax rate on sales of personal 
services. 

The capital gains rate, applica- 
ble only to sales of “capital assets” 
—which means property—is a flat 
25 per cent. 

Income tax rates, applicable to 
personal compensation, run up to 
77 per cent on sums above 
$1,000,000. 

George J. Schoeneman, the rev- 
enue commissioner, set forth the 
bureau's position after a wave of 
inquiries as to tax treatment of 
deals where personal services of 
radio and movie artists are in- 
volved. 

The inquiries mounted after the 
bureau was reported to have ruled 
that income tax rates rather than | 
the capital gains rate applied to 
the approximately $2,260,000 in- 
volved in switching comedian Jack 
Benny's program from the N.B.C. 
to the C.B.8 radio network. ; 

Schoeneman gave a reporter 
this explanation of the bureau at- 
titude: 

“The tax effect of any business 
transaction is determined by its 
realities. Accordingly, proposals of 
radio artists and others to obtain 
compensation for personal services 
under the guise of sales of prop- 
erty cannot be regarded as coming 
within the capital gains provisions 
of the internal revenue code. Such 
compensation is taxable at ordi- 
nary income tax rates.” 

A few months ago the bureau 
approved the capital gains rate 
application in the sale of the fic- 
tional radio characters Amos n' 
Andy to the C. B. S. chain for a 
reported $2,000,000. 

Basis of that ruling was bureau 
acceptance of the contention of 
Freeman F. Gosden and Charles 
J. Correll, creators of Amos n' 
Andy, that their imaginary char- 
acters were merely property after 
the fashion of comic strip char- 
acters. 

The stern attitude of the bureau 
toward other efforts to obtain ap- 
proval of a capital gains rate on 
other contracts involving personal 
services of live performers has 
largely deflated hopes that a tax- 
saving loophole had been discov- 
ered.

Apparently no decision 
has. been reached by Truman on 
Smith’s request. 

Emerging from conference with 
the President, Smith told reporters 
he is to talk to Truman again 
“later.” He did not say when that 
would be. 

The general made clear that if 
the President insists on his retain- 
ing the post, he will have no choice 
but to return to Moscow. 

Smith said he had originally 
gone to Moscow with a view of 
staying two years, but his tenure 
already has been extended to three 
years. He has said previously that 
he wanted to be relieved. How- 
ever, during the presidential cam- 
paign Truman asked him to ‘re- 
main on the job until after the 
election. 

Reporters asked Smith whether 
he could identify “certain lead- 
ers” of Russia who, Truman said 
recently, are “exceedingly anxious” 

to reach an understanding with 
this country. 

Smith said he could not., He 
then added: 

“I imagine there are in the So- 
viet Union certain leaders who 
are more desirous of being con- 
ciliatory than they are of pursu- 
ing the policy of harshness we 
have encountered. But it would 
be difficult to say who they are.” 

As for any “cleavage” within 
the Politburo, he said: 

“There is never a cleavage in 
the Politburo. There are certain 
differences of opinion before pol- 
icies are made and adopted. But 
as to a cleavage, under their set- 
up, that is a little bit beyend the 
scope of my imagination.”

Two students at the Air Force 
communications school at Scott 
Air Force Base were led to a safe 
landing at a Pittsburgh airport 
last night by a commercial alr- 
liner, after they became lost over 
western Pennsylvania in fog and 
clouds on a training flight. 

The students are Lt. G. E. Rid- 


ler of North Arlington, N.J., the 
pilot, and Lt. Victorio Meri, one 
of a group of Uruguayan air force 
officers who are being trained at 
Scott Air Force Base. 
He and Lt. Mori were returning 
to the Belleville station from New- 
ark, N. J. They had landed at an 
Air Force base near Harrisburg, 
Pa., and took off again for Pitts- 
burgh when they became lost. 
Reached Airport Control Tower. 
Lt. Ridler reached the Pitts- 
burgh airport by radio and told 
the control tower operator of his 
plight. The tower operator alerted 
all aircraft in the ara to be on the 
lookout for the training plane, and 
a short time later K. A. Simko, 
pilot of a United Airlines plane 
en route from Chicago to Washing- 
ton, saw it about 3000 feet below 
him, at an altitude of 4000 feet. 
Lt. Ridler had kept his landing 
lights on to make it easier for 
other aircraft to see him, and 
Simko said the training plane 
“looked like a speck of light too 
low for a star, and too high for

That case 
was sent back to the Florida Su- 
preme Court for clarification of 
the meaning and scope of the 
state's law. 

Justice Black, speaking of the

But Costly Struggle Lies Ahead/ 


Experts Regard 1948 as Year of Great Gains 
in Unifying Western Anti- Communist Na- 
tions, Military Support to Europe Deemed 
Necessary to Make Them Permanent.

RESIDENT TRUMAN is expected to tell Congress Wednesday 

that the United States is winning the first stage of the struggle 

with Russia. To that he is expected to add that a long and costly 
campaign of counter-action still lies ahead. 


Despite Communist victories in 
China, the President’s top foreign 
policy advisers regard 1948 as a 
year of great gains in unifying 
the Western anti-Communist na- 
tions and building up their eco- 


nomic and military power. They 
are equally convinced that only 
continued development along these 
lines can make the gains perma- 
nent. Hence the plans for military 
support of western Europe. 

Russia’s counter-moves during 
the past year have taken the form 
of the Berlin blockade, increased 
Communist pressure in Asia and 
a speedup in efforts 2 complete 
the communization of the Soviet 
Union’s own eastern European 
satellite countries. 

New “Peace Offensive?” 

American experts do not believe 
the Soviet reaction to strengthen- 
ing of the West will stop there. 
There is considerable speculation 
here that Russia may Open a new 
„peace offensive” in the new year 
to try to disarm the West, quiet 
the continued war fears of west- 
ern European leaders and thereby 
weaken the newly found Western 
unity. 

Because they believe that will 
be the case, some of Truman’s 
own foreign advisers reacted skep- 
tically to his assertions last week 
that there are in the Kremlin 
some Soviet leaders who would 
like to be more friendly with the 
West. In the present mood of 
the State Department — and re- 
ports are the French and British 
foreign offices feel the same way 
—any Russian show of friendship 
would have to be backed up by 
powerful proof if it is to convince 
the President’s own advisers. 

These officials take the line 
that the men who rule Russia are 
fully determined on a Communist 
conquest of the world. That is 
regarded as the Kremlin’s cer- 
tain long-range strategy. A Rus- 
sian efort to effect a truce in the 
“cold war,” however, is also re- 
garded as quite possible. In the 
American view it would be a tac- 
tical move—a Maneuver to gain 
time in which to prepare for the 
next Communist push. 

A false show of friendship, in 
the view of many State Depart- 
ment officials, therefore, seems to 
be the most dangerous potential 
weapon in the Soviet arsenal. If 
the Russians employed it effec- 
tively to try to break down the 
new Western gr uping of nations, 
it might wreck many of the gains 
of the past year. 

Communist Gains, Too. 

The last 12 months have 
brought a partial disappearance 
of “neutral” nations in the most 
critical areas of the cold war. 
This was caused partly by Com- 
munist actions in eastern Europe, 
partly by increasing evidence that 
the United States is in western 
Europe to stay until real peace is 
established. 

In 1947 the Communists smashed

Switzerland clings to its tradi- 
tional neutrality but its location 
and freedom from strong Commu- 
nist influence makes that a matter 
of secondary importance in terms 
of Western strategy. Italy as soon 
as possible will be offered a 
chance to line up more definitely 
with the Western bloc by, joining 
the North Atlantic defense pact. 

One major factor in bringing 
about these developments is the 
increased military power of the 
United States during the past year. 
Another is Russia’s own conduct. 
Administration leaders feel that 
the Communist seizure of power 
in Czechoslovakia had a great 
influence in getting the Marshall 
plan through Congress last spring: 
Similarly they believe it had a 
profound effect on the thinking 
of European peoples about their 
place in the cold war lineup. 

Aim of U.S. Policy. 

United States policy toward Eu- 

rope is not based on the argument 
that the European nations ought 
to line up with the United States 
against Russia. Its central idea 
is that as Russia seeks world dom- 
ination for Communism in war or 
peace the first blows would fall 
in western Europe and the inter- 
ests of the United States require 
that this country help the Euro- 
pean nations preserve their free- 
dom. 
To the extent that this has been 
accomplished in the past year, 
American officials say they can 
report progress toward the goal 
of creating stable conditions in 
which world peace can eventually 
be re-established. 

The primary condition is that a 
new balance of power should be 
created in Europe. This is the 
purpose of the Marshall plan, 
which aims at restoring a healthy 
western European economy. It is 
also the purpose of the proposed 
military aid program, which is de- 
signed to restore western Europe 
as a power center able to offset 
Russian power in the East. 


U.S. CIVIL SERVICE 
HEAD PROPOSED AS 
AID TO PRESIDENT 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (UP)—A 
Hoover commission “task force” 
has urged that the chairman of 
the Civil Service Commission be 
also made the “personnel admin- 
istrator” for the executive branch 
of government. 

The report, which has not been 


made public, says the Govern- 
ment’s career service has been 
badly disorganized by the war, 
that the prestige of federal em- 
ployment is alarmingly low, and 
that the present personnel turn- 
over is a detriment to the service. 

As one of several remedies, the 
report proposes that the chief of 
Civil Service Commission be a 
right hand man of the President 
on all matters regarding federal 
workers. He, like the personnel 
manager in major private indus- 
tries, would be a policy Man as 
well as an administrator. 

To keep good men and women 
in Government service, the report 
recommends that the ceiling for 
top civil service grades be raised 
to $15,000 a year. Present ceiling 
is $10,300. It says a ‘hoard on 
com tion and awards“ should 
be lished to keep all Govern- 
ment salaries “under continuing 
review.” 

The report says also that “po- 
litical favoritism in appointments 
should be prohibited by law” and 
that “recruiting policies should 
guarantee completely open compe- 
tition, but encourage positive re- 
- cruitment wherever desirable.”

FBI Bench Warmers 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Edwin Lahey’s article, “Where Was 
the FBI?” and your editorial “How 
the FBI Can Recoup” on the same page, 
might be just the kind of needling that 
will cause J. Edgar Hoover to blow his 
top. He showed his temper when he 
contradicted his superior, Attorney Gen- 
eral Tom Clark, before t*c Senate com- 
mittee investigating the Kansas City 
vote frauds. 

Clark had ordered him to make a lim- 
ited investigation, telling him exactly 
whom to question. Then Clark told the 
Senators that the FBI had made a com- 
plete investigation of the alleged vote 
frauds and did not find sufficient evi- 
dence for federal prosecution. 

Hoover told the Senators that it was a 
preliminary investigation only and was 
not in any sense of the word to be con- 
strued as a complete FBI investigation. 

There was some talk ameng the Sena- 
tors of impeachment proceedings against 
Clark. : 

The FBI is not an autonomous organi- 
vation. It is a branch of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, and the Attorney Gen- 
eral, appointed by the President, de- 
termines what it investigates and what 
disposition shall be made of its find- 


The FBI files probably contain many 
times as much evidence of Communist 
espionage as the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities has discovered, 
but Truman has ordered it to be kept 
secret. 

With his own place in history and 
the record of the FBI at stake, Hoover 
must like his job very much if he will 
keep quiet while Tom Clark leads the 
public ‘to believe that the FBI was not 
able to find evidence of conspiracy in 
the 1946 vote frauds in Kansas City or 
even get a lead on who stole the ballots 
and blew the vault.

is in itself an historic event. Since each Con- 
gress has covered a span of two years, the con- 


vening of this one measures 162 years of gov- 


ernment by representatives of the American 
people. There is no record like it anywhere else 
in the world. log ' 

This Congress, however, is significant in its 
‘own right. It is not too much to say that this is, 


in a sense, a revolutionary Congress. Out of a 


total of 435 members of the House, 118—more 


than one out of every four—was not in the 


‘chamber last year. Of these 118 new House 
members all except 15 are Democrats. 
Proportionately there are not as many new 
members in the Sefate, but that is because only 

33 of the 96 Senate seats were voted on last 
November. Of the 33 Senators elected, 18, or 
more than half, are new. Fourteen of the 18 
are Democrats. This gauges the turn of the vot- 
ers to the Democratic party to meet their needs. 

Taking the Senate and the House together, 
there are more new members than in any Con- 
gress since 1933. That was the year of the in- 
auguration of Franklin D. Roosevelt for the first 
time—in retrospect, the result of a peaceful po- 
litical revolution at the polls. The fact that the 
1949 Congress ranks with that of 1933 in new 
faces suggests the perspective in which the new 
session should be seen. 

— — * 

After two years of divided government, the 

country again has an administration whose ex- 
ecutive branch is supported by comfortable ma- 
jorities in both branches of Congress. This is 
something for which everyone, of whatever 
party, thay be grateful. The bickerings and 
rivalries of the Eightieth Congress, particularly 
in the session leading up to the 1948 political 
campaign, cost the country a great deal. 
. With control divided, each party blamed the 
other. President Truman complained that Con- 
gress would not pass his bills. Congress pro- 
tested that the President vetoed its measures. 
The voters listened to the arguments and then 
decided the controversy on the side of the Presi- 
dent. For the first time in four years Mr. Tru- 
man now has a chance to show what he can do 
as an executive leader of the body in which he 
served for 10 years. 

This puts it up to the President to produce. 
Mr. Truman had little opportunity in the Dem- 
ocratic ‘Congress which was in office when 
Franklin D. Roosevelt died. That Congress served 
in a period of both war and postwar conditions. 
In the changeover to peace, no one expected a 
progressive social program. And except on for- 
eign affairs. Mr. Truman’s hands were tied in 
the G:O.P. Congress now gavelled into history. 

— * — 

Yet all is not clear sailing. The traditions and 
rules of Congress being what they are, there is 
no proof that Mr. Truman’s program for hous- 
ing, inflation control, expansion of social secu- 
rity, aid to education, civil rights, health insur- 
ance and other reforms will have an easy time. 

Already one of the Southern reactionaries, 80- 
year-old Kenneth McKellar of Tennessee, is es- 
tablished as president pro tempore of the Sen- 
ate. As it happens, the office is largely honor- 
ary when there is a Vice President, and it does 
not give the Tennessee spoilsman much more 
than a public car for his use. Still Senator 
McKellar’s election is significant in that it shows 
the adheréfice to seniority—even though this ele- 
vates the Southern wing of the party which was 
doubly repudiated last November. 

While there would be no profit in attempting 
to read the Dixiecrats out of the party, still 
there is good cause to let them know that they 
lost the election—and that the worst they and 
Henry Wallace together could do did not keep 
Mr. Truman from winning a 2,000,000 plurality. 
Any discipline within the party should be rea- 
sonable. It should recognize, for example, the 
difference between Hill and Sparkman of Ala- 
bama on one hand and Eastland of Mississippi 
and Johnston of South Carolina. 

— a * 

The Republicans have a similar problem of 
new members vs. old and since they are not in 
the majority they are being more publie about 
it. The minoritꝰ progressives who came out for 
Senator Lodge for Senator Taft’s place as party 
leader may prove to rival the Democratic Doug- 
las-Kefauver-Humphrey-Johnson group in ad- 
vancing social legislation. In the end, Mr. Tru- 
man’s legislative program could very well rest 
on a combination of progressives of both parties. 
The President, therefore, should demonstrate, 
by nominations and otherwise, that he intends 
to make capacity for public service his test. 

On one front there should be little if any trou- 
ble at all. That is in the field of foreign policy. 
‘The new Congress is the most internationalist 
the country has ever had. This is not an ac- 
cident. It is the result of picking and choosing 
‘at the polls—the result of the defeat of men 
like Brooks, Revercomb, Dworshak and Wilson. 
Only one of the 10 Senators whose terms ex- 
pired last year after voting against the Marshall 
plan is back in Washington. 

All in all, the President confronts a Congress 
more progressive in all probability than he him- 


self is. Since he won a victory that was toa 


very large extent personal, he should have much 
of the prestige of anew President. The prospect 
is I vast improvement over that which the eoun- 


try faced just two years ago. .

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1949: Year for Housing Comeback 

In all of 1948, St. Louis issued building per- 
mits for only 1337 families, or new housing for 
about 5000 persons. Depreciation of old hous- 
ing obviously exceeded this new construction, so 
that the total stock of residential real estate was 
poorer at the end of the year than at the be- 
ginning. Decay has exceeded new growth year 
after year. The decline has aggravated the com- 
munity's social problems and contributed to the 
city government's present financial straits. 

Accordingly, civic leaders last year proposed 
an all-out effort to replace the worst decayed 
neighborhoods in the city with modern housing. 
Voters rejected the $16,000,000 bond issue, part- 
ly because the slum clearance and rebuilding 
plans were not yet very concrete. The problem 
remains, however, and the low ebb of building 
in the city proves it. Plans for housing recov- 
ery, as No. 1 municipal business, should be per- 
fected and pushed again in 1949. 

St. Louis has slipped dangerously far in hous- 
ing and can afford to slip no further. ‘This year, 
if the people so will it, can be remembered as 
the year in which St. Louis began its comeback.

ON SURGICAL AID 


IN MENTAL ILLNESS 


Study of 11 Cases of Prefron- 
tal Lobotomy at Elgin 
State Hospital. 


** — 


CHICAGO, Jan. 3 (AP) -A study 
of 11 mental patients who under- 
went prefrontal lobe lobotomy 
shows that some relapsed after 
dramatic improvement and others 
improved very slowly. 

The operation, ciassed as drastic 
brain ‘surgery, involves removal of 
injured or diseased tissue from 
the front ‘lobe of the brain. 

Dr. Jack Coheen, staff physi- 
cian at the Elgin state hospital, 
reported yesterday on his study 
in the Illinois Medical Journal. 

Dr. Coheen said that of 52 pa- 
tients who have undergone the 
operation at the Elgin state hos- 
pital since 1941, seven died, 13 
showed no improvement, and 25 
were improved. His study was 
based on follow-up: observations 
of the 11 who showed most 
marked improvement. ‘ 

His report said that although 
the initial improvement was quite 
dramatic,“ the patients soon ar- 
rived at a “sustained plateau” that 
was to persist for months.. 

*. . Just when it was thought 
that they had achieved their max- 
imum adjustment,” the report 
* continued, “they slowly, but def- 
initely emerged from their re- 
tardation and entered a new phase 
of progress that continues in many 
cases at the present time.” 

He said the delayed improve- 
ment has been noted from six 
months to two and a half years 
after the operation. ‘ 

In contrast, he said, some pa- 
tients who rapidly achieved a 
good level of adjustment “tended 
to relapse rapidly back to their 
mental illness.”

One little girl in North Dakota has 
written me three very indignant letters asking 
why she hasn’t heard from a little girl in Tokyo, 
Kyoto, Osaka, or Yokohama, You must remem- 
ber this: While all of the letters you write are 
bundled up and air-mailed to Tokyo, you won't 
be getting airmail letters back. It costs 25 
cents and up to send a letter from Japan to 
America, and right now the Japanese children 
don’t have that sort of money to spend. They 
must send their replies by boat, and that takes 


quite a while.

TOO, YOU MUST REMEMBER that while it 
is easy for you to write a letter in English, it 
is awfully difficult for the Japanese children. 
You try to write a letter in Japanese, and you'll 


have some sort of an idea of how much work 


it is for children over there to compose a letter 
in your language. My guess is that the average 
Japanese school child will spend at least a week 
on the letter before he thinks it worthy of being 
sent to a friend in America. Paper is very pre- 
cious, too. They have to save their pennies for 
the paper, and even when they have saved 
enough, there isn’t always paper to be bought.

Italy Wonderful 4

ROME (By Air Mail). 
HIS is an artless letter back 
home, to tell how it goes with 
a lazy and comfort-loving mid- 
dle-aged American tourist in Italy 
in this winter of 1948-42, 

Last August, when I was won- 
dering whether it would again be 
possible to see Italy—most beauti- 
ful of all countries—without too 
much wretchedness, I knew that 
hundreds of American college stu- 
dents-had come here and reported, 
in their learned university idiom, 
that “conditions were OK.” * 

But they were young, they were 
hardened by use of the powerful 
hamburg sandwiches on which the 
motor tourist in America has to 
live, and they were here in sum- 
mer with no embarrassing ques- 
tion of central heating. And Rome 
in winter, though mostly the 
weather is as blue and golden as 
California, has ghastly damp 
evenings and occasion.! vicious 
winds from the bare campagna. 

After inquiry among my more 
traveled neighbors in Massachu- 
setts, I was certain that if 1 
came here this winter, the food 
would be limited and tasteless; the 
hotels—even the best of them— 
would be heatless: it would be im- 
possible to buy any of those drug 
store luxuries which we Americans 
all consider necessities; motor 
travel would be impossible or hide- 
ously expensive; and, yes, there 
would be riots. 

Venerable Americans would con- 
stantly have to flee into perilous 
doorways to escape the street 
fights of Communists, Monarch- 
ists, Republicans, wielding clubs 
and brickbats. (I never have dis- 
covered how big or small a brick 
has to be classed as a bat). 

x X * 

Well! I have been in Rome for 
six weeks now and, in all the 30 
years that I have known this ma- 
jestic yet kindly world-city, I 
have never seen it so comfortable, 
so luxurious, so peaceful yet so 


gay. 

My suite at the Hotel Ambassa- 
dor—a little dowdy but comfort- 
able and homelike as hotel suites 
almost never are, and costing 
about half of what it would in 
any American city—has, if - 
thing, a little too much heat. Its 
bar, like that of the Grand and 
Eden and the gilt, marble and 
crystal Excelsior, is lively as it 


has not been since Mussolini first 


came to bring fear to Italy~the 
fear that is dying out here in the 
excitement of building a modern 
nation that will be one of the 
world-family. 


The shops—many of. them ele- 
gant new ones, all plate glass and 
chrome—are jammed with every- 
thing that you could want and 
millions of luxury playthings that 
you oughtn’t to. And the food— 
I have not had one single bad 
meal since my Italian steamer 
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sailed from New York. 

I have eaten in everything from 
the famous Roman restaurants to 
little untouristized trattorie on 
back streets or in outlying villages 
in the* mountains, and I can be- 
lieve Col, Benjamin Camp when 
he asserts that probably there is 
not a single bad restaurant in 
Italy. 


Everywhere there has ‘been the 
same almost stupefying combina- 
tion of vast quantity, delicate 
Italian flavors, and swift and 
smiling service. By contrast, the 
meals even in our best preten- 
tious gossip-column restaurants 
seem dreary. 


Fat noodles of fettuccine, fried 
chicken better than Virginia, thin 
strips of veal that are the mate, 
Tialization of a cook’s romantic 
dreaming, sole and little devil fish 
from Ostia, sweets as rich as 
Vienna, huge pears and grapes— 
just as in the old days, dining in 
Rome is a joy and an adventure, 
not a chore to be slugged through 
in between getting home and 
starting to play bridge. 


As to prices just now, an excel- 
lent dinner will cost from a dollar 
and a h to two dollars for each 
person; fiesta dinner, with six 
courses and a magnificent Italian 
wine, such as Valpolicella will cost

four. And that includes the auto- 
matic tip. 

For some reason, one of the 
chief spiritual problems of most 
American tourists seems to con- 
cern cigarettes. In September, I 
read in a just-published guide to 
travel in Europe the most strate- 
gic directions for getting scores 
of cartons of American cigarettes 
past the Italian customs. Seems 
that as the custom men here 
are all singularly innocent and 
troubled with stabismus, they will 
never guess it if with Yankee in- 
ventiveness you wrap four cartons 
in an undershirt or cunningly hide 
six packages in a shoe. , 

I would not have minded this 
mild criminality, but I have al- 


ways been caught whenever I as- 


sumed that an officer of the law 
did not know his business as well 
as I did—like* that 70 miles an 
hour. So I brought in just one 
legal carton and then switched to 
Italian cigarettes, and now I can- 
not tell whether it is an American 
or an Italian cigarette that I am 
smoking. . 

They are equally good—or bad. 
Both are very expensive here —35 
to 50 cents a pack. 

One new charm of Rome incon- 
ceivable 25 years ago is the pres- 
ence of the movie colony—many 
directors, stars, pretty actresses, 


Italian, American, English, Aus- 
trian and Hungarian, with Tyrone 
Power and Orson Welles to be 
seen almost any day working out 
at the Cine Citta, the Hollywood 
of Rome. 

At the cocktail hour, which is 
from seven to nine, they may be 
seen shining in the bars of the 
Excelsior, all of them talking 


‘about buying a castle at Amalfi— 


and, I imagine, about 13 per cent 
making the first down payment.

If you don't like them, you don't 
have to look at them. You can 
come from the Excelsior over here 
to the Ambassador, where we spe- 
cialize in aged princes from Lom- 
bardy, professors looking for 
learned international conventions 
to profess at, and aged and mo- 
rose authors who like their cock- 
tails without mascara in them. 

And the mobs—the riots? The 
only crowds that I have seen here 
have been in churches, in proces- 
sions going out to football games, 
the business men, brisk as in the 
Chicago Loop, going home at one 
for lunch and a siesta (and then 
they will work till 8:30 p.m.), and 
the handsomely dressed strollers 
who on every bright Sunday 
crowd the Via Veneto and sit be- 
fore the bars drinking coffee.

F you know how to cook red 

cabbage right, your family will 

love it. If you don't—you'll see 
some glum looks around the table 
when you bring on a vegetable, 
faded and colorless from incorrect 
cooking. There’s a secret to cook- 
ing red cabbage that keeps and 
intensifies its red-purplish color, 
to make it more appealing. 


The thing that really makes red 
cabbage eautiful in its royal col- 
oring is the addition of some acid 
—a few chunks of tart apple, a 
little lemon juice, vinegar or red 
wine. Red cabbage differs from 
green in that cooking in a cov- 
ered kettle doesn't hurt its bright 
coloring; in fact it improves its 
color, texture and flavor, for the 
tight cover gives the cabbage the 
benefit of its own acid, as well 
as any added to it, : 

For added flavor an onion can 
de cooked with the sliced cabbage. 
Some good cooks add a few whole 
cloves for extra zip, while others 
add caraway seed. 


Another difference in cooking 
this kind as compared with green 
cabbage is in the length of time. 
Red cabbage is best when cooked 
at least 30 minutes, and preferably 
45, while green or white cabbage 
is cooked just until tender, six 
to nine minutes.
